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Humility:

Be clothed with humility,” 1 Peter 
$35. 

Pride is one of the abominations to 
God, and therefore it is hated by God. 
“These six things doth the Lord hate: 
yea, seven are an abomination unto him: 
A proud look, a lying tongue, and hands 
that shed innocent blood,” Prov. 6:16, 
17. 

Pride is not only hated by the Lord, 
but it is hated by everyone who fears 
Him. “The fear of the Lord is to hate 
evil: pride, and arrogance, and the evil 
way, and the froward mouth, do F hate,” 
Prov. 8:13. 

The chief ingredient in the first sin 
ever committed on earth was pride. It 
was through pride that our first parents 
disregarded the commandment of God 
and fell into crime, degradation, and 
misery. Pride is one of the most universal, 
prevalent sins of humanity. All persons 
are in danger of its deadly influences, 
and few persons are entirely free from it. 
There is only one remedy for it and that 
is the grace of God. To deliver the soul 
from it is about the last thing that living 
grace effects. Yet, it must be eradicated 
entirely before we can be fit to die or 
be fit for heaven. There is nothing more 
offensive to God than pride, or more in- 
jurious to the soul. Pride is a forerunner 
of destruction and the author of a 
haughty spirit, and those who are de- 
ceived thereby cannot stand. “Pride go- 
eth before destruction, and an haughty 
spirit before a fall,” Prov. 16:18. The 
Word of God is full of expressions on 
this subject. 

Pride will bring shame to any church 
or individual, but with the lowly is wis- 
dom. “When pride cometh, then cometh 
shame: but with the lowly is wisdom,” 
Prov. 11:2. “Though the Lord be high, 
yet hath he respect unto the lowly: but 
the proud he knoweth afar off,” Psa. 
138:6. “And whosoever shall exalt him- 
self shall be abased; and he that shall 
humble himself shall be exalted,” Matt. 
23:12. “Put on therefore, as the elect of 
God, holy and beloved, bowels of mer- 
cies, kindness, humbleness of mind,” etc. 
Be clothed with humility. 

There are four thoughts I would like 
to have you notice on this subject: First, 
the Christian virtue recommended; sec- 
ond, the extent to which it must be 
possessed; third, the motive by which it 
may be enforced; fourth, the means by 
which it may be attained. 

First, the Christian virtue recommended 
humility 

Every virtue and grace has its count- 
erfeits so we must examine very closely 
to distinguish between that which is real 


and that which is not. The Apostle Paul 
speaks of a voluntary humility. “Let no 
man beguile you of your reward in a vol- 


untary humility and worshiping of an- 


gels, intruding into those things which 
he hath not seen, vainly puffed up by his 
fleshly mind,” Col. 2:18. There is often 
displayed an effected humility by a pre- 
tended self-degradation and by merely 
designing to obtain the good opinions of 
others, which is, in fact, the worst kind 
of pride. Humility consists of a low and 
abased view of ourselves and our attain- 
ments. 

The humble man will feel the native 
unworthiness of his own state and char- 
acter. He will feel the imperfections of 
all his attainments. He will be conscious 
of his own moral weakness and defects, 
not only that, but he will lament them 
and confess them to whom confession is 
due. He will entirely depend upon the 
divine guidance and grace of God and 
take no honor unto himself but will 
give all honor and glory to God. 
Second, the extent io which it must be 

possessed—be clothed 

Clothing is something we wear in or- 
der to hide our nakedness, to cover our 
shame, and to protect and comfort us. 
Then humility is to be worn as a gar- 
ment and to cover us all over that our 
own self-righteousnes and shame may be 
hid with God in Christ and that we may 
be protected from the snare of the fowl- 
er and spiritual wickedness and the rul- 
ers of the darkness of this world. Our 
experience must be clothed with it. 
Whatever we may be in our Christian ex- 
perience we have great need of humili- 
ty. 

If we are now better than we once 
were it is all owing to the grace of God 
and not anything we have done our- 
selves. “Can, the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots? then may 
ye also do good, that are accustomed to 
do evil,” Jer. 13:23. There is much to be 
looked upon in our Christian experience, 
but yet when we begin to turn the 
searchlight of God’s eternal Word on 
our lives as to the deeds we have done, 
acts we have performed, words that have 
been spoken out of place, and thoughts 
we have allowed to possess our minds, 
what defects we find, unworthiness and 
bareness in the sight of God. 

It (humility) should cloth our pro- 
fession. This old time Holy Ghost experi- 
ence must be professed boldly and cheer- 
fully but humbly. “He is proud, know- 
ing nothing, but doting about questions 
and strifes of words, whereof cometh en- 
vy, strife, railings, evil surmisings,” 1 
Tim. 6:4. Then we should beware lest 
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we profess and boast within ourselves in- 
stead of Christ. How careful Paul was 
to exalt Christ and abase himself. Self- 
confident and a boasting of religion will 
disgust the observers. 

It must cloth our religious exercises. 
When we draw near in a religious duty 
we must do it with great humility of 
soul—in the reading of the Word, in 
hearing the gospel, in giving praises unto 
God, and in prayer. 

It must cloth our duties and labors in 
the cause of God. We cannot fill any of- 
fice in the church without humility. 
Pride is like the plague of leprosy. When 
pride is in the church, especially in the 
officers, it will taint everything and ren- 
der everything loathesome to God. This 
garment must cover us all over if we ex- 
pect God to bless us. We ourselves must 
be concealed and Christ displayed. Christ 
must live within us. “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me,” Gal. 2:20. Our 
life must be hid with God in Christ. 
It must cloth all ages and classes of 
Christians. The young and the old, the 
rich and the poor, the wise and illiterate, 
the minister, deacon, and laity, all must 
be clothed with humility. 

Third, the motives by which it may be 
enforced 

It will render us well pleasing to God 
because God hath highly exalted Jesus 
and given Him a name which is above 
every name, that at the name of ‘Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things in 
heaven and things in earth, and that ev- 
ery tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father. Furthermore, Jesus said, “And 
whosoever shall exalt himself shall be 
abased; and he that shall humble him- 
self shall be exalted.” The day is coming 
when everyone who is proud shall be 
brought low. Then it will behoove us to 
walk softly before God in humility. 

Humility will greatly increase our 
Christian influence and fruitfulness. Hu- 
mility is the rich and fertile valley of 
our Christian experience watered by the 
crystal stream that flows from the 
throne of God and of the Lamb. 

It will abundantly promote our hap- 
piness. Without humility we are weak, 
sick, gloomy, unhealthy, unpleasant, 
faint-hearted, disagreeable, frowning, 
grouchy, and unhappy. Then we will 
wonder what is the matter with the other 
fellow when it is not the other fellow 
at all. It is we. We have just failed to 
humble ourselves. Brother, humility will 
save us from a thousand mortifications 
and secure the constant presence of God 
in our lives. “For thus saith the high and 
lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, 
whose name is Holy; I dwell in the high

ance of space. 
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The Resurrection of the Wicked 
Dead 
“But the rest of the dead lived not 
again until the thousand years were fin- 
ished,” Rev. 20:5a. 


We are sure that our text refers to the 
wicked dead, who will be raised one thou- 
sand years after the righteous are resur- 
rected. Verse 6 tells us that those who 
are in the first resurrection are blessed 
and holy. The resurrection of the just is 
mentioned in Luke 14:13, 14, “But 
when thou makest a feast, call the poor, 
the maimed, the lame, the blind: And 
thou «shalt be blessed; for they cannot 
recompense thee: for thou shalt be rec- 
ompensed at the resurrection of the 
just.” 

From our text we learn how long it 
is from the resurrection of the just un- 
til the resurrection of the wicked. This 
is the first verse in the Bible that sepa- 
rates these two resurrections. 

We are sure that this refers to the dead 
bodies of the people, and not to the souls. 
“Then shall the dust return to the earth 
as it was: and the spirit shall return un- 
to God who gave it,” Eccl. 12:7. The 
spirit or soul of man does not die, it goes 
back to God. All that goes into the 
grave is the body, and all that comes out 
of the grave is the body. 

Jesus clearly and distinctly taught the 
resurrection from the grave. “Marvel 
not at this: for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves shall 
hear his voice, and shall come forth; they 
that have done good, unto the resurrec- 
tion of life; and they that have done 
evil, unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion,” John 5:28, 29. Here Jesus teaches 
the resurrection of both the righteous 
and the wicked. Paul taught the same 
thing. “And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also follow, that 
there shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust,” Acts 24: 











15. These words came from the lips of 
Paul as he explained the doctrine he was 
teaching as he stood before the king, and 
this proves that there will be a resur- 
rection of the just and of the unjust. 

If we rightly divide the Word, we see 
that these resurrections are a thousand 
years apart. “For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive,” 1 Cor. 15:22. That the apostle 
means physical death and physical resur- 
rection is clear, for it is the body and not 
the spirit that he is discussing. 

These passages clearly teach that there 
is to be a resurrection of all the dead, and 
it is very clear there will be a thousand 
years between the resurrection of the 
righteous and the resurrection of the 
wicked. Rev. 20:5. The dead are to rise 
in different bands or cohorts with an 
interval of time between. This is beau- 
tifully brought out in 1 Cor.” 15:22-24. 

Now we know that between the first- 
fruits. and they that are Christ’s at His 
coming, there has already been over nine- 
teen hundred years, and, as we have seen, 
there will be a thousand years between 
the resurrection of the dead when Christ 
returns and the resurrection of the 
wicked dead. 

In Luke 20:27-36 Jesus answered the 
Sadducees concerning the resurrection. 
They presented to Him a case of seven 
brothers who had had the same wife and 
they wanted to know whose wife she 
would be in the resurrection. ““And Je- 
sus answering said unto them, The chil- 
dren of this world marry, and are given 
in marriage: But they which shall be ac- 
counted worthy to obtain that world, 
and the resurrection from the dead, 
neither marry, nor are given in marriage: 
Neither can they die any more: for they 
are equal unto the angels; and are the 
children of God, being the children of 
the resurrection.” This is a very impor- 
tant statement. The use of the Greek 
word “ion,” translated “world,” but 
which means “age,” shows that Jesus is 
speaking of a “‘class of dead” who are to 
be raised “before” the next or ‘‘Millen- 
nial Age,” and that those thus raised can 
“die no more,” there is no ‘second 
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death” for them. Why? Because they are 
“equal unto the angels” and are the 
“children of God,” having met the con- 
ditions, and are the “children of THE 
resurrection,” the “out FROM AMONG 
the dead or FIRST RESURRECTION,” 
for only the “children” of the “‘first res- 
urrection” shall live again “before” the 
Millennium. 

Luke, in speaking of the resurrection 
of the just, refers to the “resurrection 
from the dead.” We are sure that he re- 
fers to the resurrection of the righteous 
at the time of Christ’s return to catch 
away His saints. The writer of the He- 
brews speaks of a “better resurrection.” 
“Women received their dead raised to 
life again: and others were tortured, not 
accepting deliverance; that they might 
obtain ‘a better resurrection,” Heb. 11: 
35. We believe that the writer here re- 
ferred to those who would be in the first 
resurrection, that is, from among the 
dead. Some will be raised and others will 
be left until after the thousand years’ 
reign. 

There is no question but what Paul 
believed in the resurrection and expected 
to rise sometime. He must have, there- 
fore, had in mind the first resurrection 


recorded in 1 Thess. 4:15-17. According 


to our text, the rest of the dead live not 
again until the thousand years are fin- 
ished. 

The resurrection of the righteous and 
the resurrection of the wicked are not 
only to be different as to time but as to 
character. They that have done good 
shall be raised first and they that have 
done wicked shall come forth after the 
thousand years’ reign. 

“And I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven fled away; and 
there was found no place for them. And 
I saw the dead, small and great, stand 
before God; and the books were opened: 
and another book was opened, which is 
the book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man accord- 
ing to their works. And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire,” Rev. 20:11- 
nS. 

The scriptures just given have direct 
reference to the white throne judgment 
after the thousand years. This also proves 
the resurrection of the wicked dead. 

After Christ comes to catch away the 
righteous and resurrect the dead in 
Christ, it is said that we shall ever be 
with the Lord. 1 Thess. 4:17. At the 
white throne judgment,
